In continual chain of 
four crimes followed one another in the 
trail ot two highwaymen on the South Side 
last night. Beginning with a holdup which 
was followed by two other highway robber- 
ies and a running duel in Calumet avenue 
between victim and robbers, the series of 
criminal events ended with the killing of 
Hugh O'Neil, an inoffensive citizen.

‘Shooting of Hugh O’Neil. 

Hugh O'Neil was standing on his own 
doorstep when he was shot and fell uncon- 
scious in the arms of his son. His next door 
neighbor, Harry Bowden, who shot him, ran 
into his room and leaped out through a rear 
window and escaped. Dr. J. C. Geary, who 
Was summoned to attend O' Neil, said he was 
dying, and the police started in pursuit of 
Bowden to arrest him on a charge of willful 
murder. The robbers, who were fired at by 
A. L. Vanwinkle and returned his shots, 
escaped unhurt with their nee in the 
dimly lighted street. 

From Twentieth street and Michigan ave- 
nue to Twenty-ninth street and Calumet 
avenue the region that was kept in a tumult 
of crime for more than an hour during the 
night the residents were left in a state of 
terror. The recent. action of the city au- 
thorities in shutting off one-third of the 
street lamps in that part of the city and the

He submitted to the hold- 
up, but when the robbers were going away 
he drew a revolver from his overcoat pocket 
and fired at them. He delivered two shots, 
when one of the robbers fired at him. Six 
shots were exchanged as the men ran from 
shelter to shelter behind trees and fences, .

| Peace Terms Misquoted. 

It is stated by one of Governor Taylor’s ad- 
visers that the peace articles, as published, 
are inaccurate, and had not the Democr ts 
raised the cry that they had secured a com- 
plete backdown on the part of the govern- 
ment intrenched in the State House Governor 
Taylor would have signed thé article before 

Governor Taylor, however, will not sub- 
mit to the agreement, it is said, without the 
most rigid guarantee that the new election 
bill which is to repeal the Goebel law will 
be wholly satisfactory to his party.

were accomplishing much to preserve the 


individuality of man and were wiping out 
the line between labor and capifal. The idle 
Tich he condemned as worse than the idle 


poor, and held that wealth was responsible | 


to society for its great successes and should 
be compelled to render its dues. 

“Trusts and all forms of incorporated 
capital are likely to open a new way to de- 
feat the making of a line between capital and 
labor,” he said. “ By their form of doing 
business the manager is made an employé 
like his clerks, and the issuing of capita! 
stock invites the investment of people who 
have small sums saved up as well as those 
who are wealthy. It is only necessary that 
the government step in to conserve the in- 
terests of the shareholders and take pains 
to control these torporations so their shares 
of stock shall be secure investments. The 
establishment of postal savings banks has 
been advocated by many, but the govern-. 
ment will do a better thing for the people 
when it takes charge of the trusts in such a 
manner that the security of the investor will 
be guaranteed.“ 

oncerning the establishment of a “ leisure 


class,“ Mr. MacVeagh said:
